Many  of  the  events  that  occurred  at  ALS  during  the  1971-72  year  marked 
a  significant  departure  from  the  conservative  approach  to  the  solution  of 
problems  in  earlier  years.  Student  activism  has  begun  to  replace  student 
inactivity  and  indifference.

It’s  difficult  to  properly  thank  all  those  individuals  who  have  worked  on 
the  yearbook  since  many  extraordinary  demands  were  put  on  them  this  year, 
especially  since  the  yearbook’s  coverage  was  expanded  to  include  events 
running  through  Graduation  on  June  1st.  The  “regulars,”  Fred  Degen,  Sheila 
Galvin  and  Helen  and  Larry  Volk  were  always  there  on  short  notice  and  for 
long  hours  with  a  sense  of  humor  that  made  the  work  enjoyable  and  satisfy¬ 
ing.  Special  thanks  goes  to  Steve  Harrison  for  acting  as  our  accountant,  to 
John  Grasso  and  Ray  Kelly,  Jr.  for  their  special  photographic  contributions, 
to  our  advertisement  staff  for  raising  some  much-needed  revenue,  and  to 
many  others,  including  Robert  Ayling,  George  Cushing,  H.  Nahal  and  Prof.  F. 
X.  Wallace,  for  helping  us  through  many  of  our  crises.
